will perhaps be realised when we 
Point out that the rainfall up to 
December Ist) was some 26 
inches less than for the same 
period a year ago. Tha con- 
Sequence Is a serious fallin the 
contents of the reservoirs in 
Hongkong. which contain 3539 
roillion gallos less than on 
December Ist. 1921. ‘That is ea 
considerable shortage, and the 
situation is still bad enough when 
we bear io mind that there are, 
or should be, several dry months 
still abead of us before the wet 
season wets in. 


What is the actual situation 0 
far as the Hongkong reservoirs 
sre concerned? Oa December 
[as, there were in storage 
ast over 1,258 rrillion gallons, 
This, cn the present basis of 
consumption, means a supply 
of over six contba, but if the re- 
airictions were remived we 
should find that serious inroads 
would by made on the existing 
supplies. Taking an ayersge 
month's full consumption at 300 
million gallons (that is the latest 
figure we can find), it would 
mean very little mora than a 
four months* supply, and as it is 
usually April ortater b2fore the 
real rainy season sets in, there 
would appear to be justification 
for a continuance of the policy of 
conservation of eupplies, at any 
cate for the present. 


Much as we should like the 
Chinese community to be put on 
3 fall supply immediately, we 
think they will realise, with the 
facts as they are, that it would 
be running ‘an undue risk to re- 
foove thé restrictions on such a 
Garrow margin of available sap. 
plies. The authorities gre no 
doubt watching the situation 
carefally, and as they are fully 
aware of the hardships which the 
Present partial supply sro in- 
fleting on the poor people in 
particular, we may be suro that 
the embargo will be lifted az soon 
ag possible, 


tinue running their ships. We 
bad a cables fex weeks ago re- 
ferring to vessels beingindefinitely 
he'd up in Australian ports owing 
toa freight war having. brought 
chargestiown so low. that it was 
impossibl> to’ run the steamers 
except at a toss. Certain 
veasel3 ara today costing more 
to keep io operation than they 
are earnicg,. but the owners are 
drawing on thair reserves, usually 
sccumulsted profits obtnined in 
the recent years of prosperity, 
whilst hoping for. better times 
ahead. It is rare, indeed, to see 
a freighter loaded to .anywhere 
sear her plimsoll mark nowadays. 
Merchants who, during the 
period of the later years of the 
war and the two years im- 
mediately following, bad almost 
to beg for cargo space from 
certain lines, and then had to 
pay practically exorbitant 
freight charges, will perhaps 
have scant sympathy for 
the shipowners; but “an 
important consideration jn this 
connection is the fact that the 
slump has «far-reaching effect, 
inasmuch as it has gravely 
affected shipbuilding and allied 
trades, thus throwing many more 
persors ost of work and adding to 
the gerpral business depression. 


What of theFuture? 


There hasbzen mue’ specal2- 
tion from time ta time as to what 
Prospects there might be of an 
eatly trade recovery, with its 
consequent increased demand for 
cargo accommodation and a better 
ontiook for the shipbuildicg 
industry. That the latter bas 
been badly sffected during the 
past two years is amply denon- 
strated by the review comprised 
in Lioyd’s annual report for the 
sear 1921-1922. ft'is skown that 
the world-wide depression in the 
shipbuilding industry which was 
noted during the previous yaar 
has no! been salieyed during the 
twelve months under review, the 
new tonnage registered being 
considerably short of the some: 
what high fevels reached jost 
after the war. Reasons for this 
are, besides stagnation of inter- 
nelfonal trade, the’ contributory 
conditions pf distgrbance io the 
political and economic outlook. 
It .is important, also, to bear io 
mind that the tonaage now afloat 
exceeds the pre-war mergantile 
tonnage by some fifteen million 
tons, Even after. making duo 
allowance for ° old . vessols 
which canoct remain much 
longer aflogt, there still 
tromaics the possibility thet 
the tonnage now ‘available ex- 
ceeds the requjrements even of 
prosperous busineus yearg, so that 
wo fear the outlook for shipping 
is not at alf g bright one. ‘There 
seems reason to believe thet con- 
ditions in the world’s markets are 


defjuitely improving, however, but}.
